PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
Seeding commenced in good 
time and while initial moisture 
conditions were fair, subsoil re¬ 
serves were lacking c|/er largo 
i rcas in southern Saskatchewan 
and southwestern Manitoba 
Spring precipitation we s gen¬ 
erally scant and great damage 
resulted from drought through¬ 
out May. Conditions were allev 
iated by June rains but drought 
and heat prevailed during July 
i nd the balance of the growing 
season. Conditions were mor< 
fa.orablc in Alberta and north¬ 
ern Saskatchewan and northern 
Manitoba, but over most of the 
southern areas crops deterior 
ated throughout the season, re 
•ultinp in light yields over largi 
tin itoi-ies. There was a virtual 
crop failure of wheat and coarse 
grains in southwestern Mani 
toba and southeastern Saskatch 
ewan with only poor t > fai 
crop s ' in southwestern and west 
central Saskatchewan.
